September, 1918 = letter to lir. Park, enclosing questionnaires on 
various countries and outlining method of communication. Letter from 
IONY advising firm unable to transmit questionnaire to Switzerland, due 
to censorship. 


October, 1918 - letter to iir, vark, thanking for reception of Capt. 
Townsend, and advising that MID understands difficulties involved in 
carrying out plan of cooperation. 


January, 1919 - iir. Park gave Maj. Yan Natta a letter of introduction 
to representative in Spain. 


June, 1920 ~ MID requested information re clothing depots in Japan, 
which firm advised unable to give. 


December, 1920 - MID asked to see a representative returning from 
‘China; firm gave address; representative advised doubtful if would visit 
Washington. 


December, 1921 - letter to Capt. John B. Trevor, NYC, requesting sug- 
gestions as to renewing contact. Capt. Trevor agreed to put iiaj, Churchill 
in touch with Stephen Clark, stockholder. This done. Letter to Mr. Clark, 
outlining method of cooperation. Letter from Mr. Clark, advising that the 
president of the company states that they are unable to cooperate in way 
outlined, since have no foreign representatives in responsible positions who 
are American citizens. 
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
